Hongkong "Philharmonic

Last night in Loke Yew Hall, 


niversity of Hong- 


kong, the Hongkong ‘Philharmonic Orchestra 
gave a most impressive pérformance, in this, 
their last concert of the present season. 


The programme was well- 
balanced, conalsting of ‘Italiana 
in Algierl' by + and 
Schumann's A Minor Piano 
Concerto, with “Misa Caroline 
Bray, in ‘the first half, . After 
the interval . we heard Beocth- 
oven's Seventh Symphony, 

It is a far cry from the days 
when this orchestra .could 
manage nothing but Haydn and 
Mozart Symphonies ond Handel 
and Grieg Suites. They have 
made tremendous strides | in 
the last year or 50. Playing 
with great artists Itke Katchen, 
Fournicr and Ricci has un- 
doubtedicy inspired the players 
Yo a standard of performance 
much nearer that sof a pro- 
fessional orchestra. than ever 
before. 


Four years ago, thelr play- 
ing Beethoven's Sixth and 
Beventh Symphonies as well 
as a concerto like the 
Schumann, would have been 
almost laughabe. Now they 
are playing them, and playing 
them well Indeed. 


However, while playing with 
good artists has inspired them, 
1 have no doubt, the real 
ttonkey’ work of orchestral 
{raining falls squarely.on the 
shoulders of the conductor, I 
hive heatd tales of how players 
resent Professor Fou's shouting 
at them at rehearsal, and I can: 
understand the Importance of 
‘face’ in this part of the world, 
Nevertheless, his efforts have 
borne fruit, As  Barbirolll 
would say, . his ‘boys' played 
well, and I am sure cach player 
at last night’s concert can take 
credit In a job well done. 


Weaknesses 


It Is very easy to catalogue 
weuknesses, I would like to ste 
a stronger: ‘cello section. The 
beautiful ‘cello solo in the 
second movement of the Con- 
certo called for much moro 
bteadth, brilliance and indeed 
cccuracy of tono, 

The © second violin section 
really requires strengthening— 
in any passage ‘on thelr own’, 
they sounded rather nated, 

The tempo of the first and 
movements of the 
Symphony was on the slow 
side. But these are things 
which we, the public, must put 
up with in the absence of a 
fully professional — orchestra. 
The first violin- section played 
extremely well throughout, It 
has uo splendid first desk in Dr 
S.M. Bard and Mrs Moya Rea, 

The intonation of the wood- 
wind and brass was good, and 
the first aboc, with his im- 
portant job to do carried it off 
well. The tendency of the 
woodwind section in on amateur 
orchestra is to play sharp} but 
I have no criticism whatever on 
that score at last nights per- 
formance. = 


Percussion 


. One section of this orchestra 
‘which requires attention is the 
percussion — a section seldom 
noticad by people reviewing 
concerts, Their tympanics are 
not good, but the manoging 
committee is fully. alive to this 
and {s hoping to replace them 
with good instruments In the 
near future.
